•the intercollegiate debate bewteen Dalhousie and McGill on Thursi- 
,;;day. The opportunity of hearing the Chancellor is one of rare 
I worth, for, busy as he is, he seldom finds time to make public ad- 
ïdrèsses: " The èxeciitivc members of the Medical Undergraduate 
?Socieiy, hov.cver, are noted for their persistent activity, and, as a 
. i.ica:lL-of ihk quality, they were able to persuade Mr. Bcatty to ap- 
»-^~pear--<>i-iore iin open meeting of the Sociely this evening.- The 
speaker will talk on Canadian affairs, with which, by the way, he 
. is in e::cecd;nf:]>- close touch, and no one will question our stability 
of opinion, when we claim that jvhatever he may say will be wor- 
thy of ccrcful consideration and thoughtful perusal. The topic 
Vv-hich the Chancellor has chosen, is latent with great possibilities,

'"Hirlory and Literature"" will be the subject upon which Dr. 
George Macaulay Treveiyan will talk this afternoon in the Con- 
vocation Hall of the Royal Victoria College. He is undoubtedly 
an authority in these branches of learning, and, besides being the 
author of several works of note, established an enviable war re- 
cord, ''while serving on the Italian front. . Arid in addition to all 
this, he is a great-nephew of the famous Thomas Babington, Lord 
Macaulay. renov.-ned historian and essayist. Dr . Trevdyan^^wjll 
stay in iMonlreal for only two days, and it is fortunate lhat McGill 
students v/il! be privileged to hear him speak on two of the fore- 
most branches of harning.
